War Future Still Murky 
Despite Bombing Halt 


Traffic 
Toll Edges 
Upward

The to ll o f tra ffic fa ta lities 
edg ed slo wly upwa rd to wa rd the 
50 0 ma rk Sa turda y o n the third 
da y o f the lo ng Tha nksg iv ing 
weekend. 
Accidents on the nation’s 
highways drove the count to 477 
for the period, which began at 6 
p.m. Wednesday and will end at 
midnight Sunday. 
Over the Thanksgiving week­ 
end last year the toll was 685. 
The all-time high for the period 
came in 1966 when the number 
of dead totaled 748. The figure 
also is a record for any holiday 
period. 
The Associated Press reported 
530 auto deaths over a recent 
nonholiday weekend of match­ 
ing four-day length 


The National Safety Council 
did not predict the possible toll 
this year, saying regards Thanks­ 
giving as a time when most peo­ 
ple remain close to home The 
lowest traffic toll for Thanksgiv­ 
ing period in recent years — all 
are four days — was in 1960, with 
442 deaths 


SAIGON (AP) — President 
Johnson's order halting all at­ 
tacks on North Vietnam ob­ 
viously marked a turning point 
in the war. 
One month later, however, 
with peace talks in Paris not yet 
begun, the future appears as 
murky as ever. 
Johnson, South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
and their field commanders 
have warned that no quick 
peace is in sight. The Commu­ 
nists. via Hanoi radio, have in 
some eyes become more trucu­ 
lent. not less. 
On the battlefield, there is a 
lull of sorts—a lull in which 
about 150 American soldiers and 
175 South Vietnamese die each 
week, plus about 100 civilians. 
Whether even this will be con­ 
tinued is questionable. Since 
Johnson’s Nov 1 bombing halt 
order, Hanoi’s forces in the field 
have been regrouping and get­ 
ting resupplied 


The disposition of enemy 
troops gives allied commanders 
serious cause for concern on 
two fronts. The most serious is 
along the Cambodian border 
northwest of Saigon, where last 
week a series of savage outpost 
battles flared. From 15.000 to 
20,000 enemy troops are said to 
be based there. 


The second is the 17th Paral­ 
lel demilitarized zone, where

namese regulars are within 
quick striking distance. 
The fact that most enemy 
troops have withdrawn to sanc­ 
tuaries in Cambodia, Laos and

North Vietnam’s panhandle and 
the Ho Chi Minh trail through 
Laos has disclosed a massive in­ 
crease in enemy supply move­ 
ments, U.S. sources say. Al­ 
though U.S. headquarters re­ 
fuses to officially discuss recon­ 
naissance findings. Air Force 
officers claim privately that 
truck movements in the panhan­ 
dle have increased tenfold since 
Nov. 1. Supply movements down 
the Ho Chi Minh trail have 
quadrupled, these officers say. 
Infiltration—reported at 20,000 
men monthly a short time ago 
—has evidently dwindled sharp­ 
ly. Even so, a ranking U S offi­ 
cial recently estimated that in­ 
filtration this year already to­ 
taled 230,000 men—many of 
them casualties in the three of­ 
fensives of February. May and 
August. 
There are reports of Russian- 
built tanks hidden in the jungles 
of Cambodia within a few miles 
of such key battlegrounds as 
Tav Ninh. Loc Ninh and Dak 
To. The supply pipeline through 
Cambodia now also includes 
142mm rockets, some say 


Although American officers 
are confident they can handle 
any enemy push, if it comes, 
few question that Hanoi’s forces 
could achieve some spectacular 
short-range goals if they were 
willing to pay the price.

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. 9th In­ 
fantry Division soldiers caught 
a Viet Cong force in the open 50 
miles southwest of Saigon Satur­ 
day and smashed it 
Helicopters on patrol spotted 
the guerrillas massing shortly 
after sunrise in the Mekong Dei 
hi and dove on them, firing 
rockets and machine guns 
Then the 9th flew in soldiers 
by helicopters and the battle 
continued for six hours. The 
U.S. Command said 70 Viet 
Cong soldiers were killed while 
not one American was hurt. 
It was an example of the Viet 
Cong being unable to fight on 
their own terms, field reports 
said. 
In the relatively open Mekong 
Delta and coastal plain country 
guerrillas without a series of 
prepared positions to fall back 
on are open game for a mobile 
attacker. That was the Viet 
Cong plight when caught in the 
marshlands near Cai Ly. 
North of Saigin, a lull de­ 
scended along the Cambodian 
border after nearly a week of 
battles and skirmishes. The U.S. 
and South Vietnamese head­ 
quarters claimed more than 500 
enemy troops were killed there 
during the week. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters announced the end of a 
two-week sweep of forbidding 
Mount Co To deep in the Me­ 
kong Delta along the Cambo­ 
dian border.

DeGaulle Obtains 
Soviet Reassurance 


PARIS (AP) 
The Soviet Union is moving to counteract an 
improvement in U.S.—French relations by reassuring President 
( harles de Gaulle on its military aims in the Mediterranean and by 
offering increased economic cooperation, diplomatic sources 
reported Saturday. 


The move is timed in part to France’s financial troubles. 
Virtually without publicity, the Soviet Union showed its 
intentioas Friday by granting a contract to a subsidiary of the 
F rench electronics manufacturer, Compagnie des Compteurs, for 
a space simulator 
The terms were not disclosed, but the delivery date-within a year- 
indicated the Russiaas were aaxioas to make a gesture that would 
be quickly felt, even if on a limited scale. 
Soviet-French relations, once vigorously promoted by De Gaulle 
as a basis for creating a “ European Europe from the Atlantic to the 
Urals,” have been in decline since the Soviet-led invasion of 
Czechoslovakia in August. 
This, the presence of Soviet warships in the Mediterranean, and 
Frame’s monetary troubles have pushed France closer to the 
United States and the North Atlantic Treaty Organization that De 
Gaulle virtually abandoned two years ago 
One diplomatic informant said the Russians were concerned 
about a shift, even if slight, from Fram e's middle road between the 
two power blocs. 
The way the Soviet Union hopes to counteract it, according to 
this diplomat's reading, is to reassure France about the move into 
the Mediterranean while making room at home for more French 
exports.

Families Of Lost Miners 
Bear Grief Quietly 


MANNINGTON, W Va (AP) 
—The families of 78 men killed 
in the worst mining disaster in 
17 years bore their grief quietly 
Saturday 
The Mountaineer Coal Co. No 
9 mine, which became a blazing 
tomb for all but 21 of the 99-man 
midnight shift Nov. 20, was 
sealed early Saturday. There 
was no indication when the 
mine might be reopened 
Officials of Consolidation Coal 
Co which owns Mountaineer 
said there was a chance for 
more explosions in the under­ 
ground labyrinth, despite the 
seaLs on all openings 
Relatives were not allowed in 
the area to watch as heavy 
trucks carried cement, timbers 
and limestone to the mine, one 
of the largest in the state 


The company store and the 
little James Fork United Meth­ 
odist Church, where friends and 
families of the* trapped miners 
gathered during the 11 -day wait, 
were deserted 
The streets of Mannmgton and 
nearby Farmington, where many 
of the miners lived, were aban 
doned and there was little sign 
of aetivity anywhere 
Mrs. Delores Forte, her face 
streaked by tears, said she did 
not go to the briefing when Con 
solicitation officials announced 
the decision Friday night to seal 
the mine Her husband, Virgil, 
was among the dead 
‘‘I knew all along they had to 
seal it,” she said 
‘‘Our hopes raised when the 
teams went in,” she continued 
‘ We thought that if men could 


go in, miners could come out if 
they were alive ” 


Teams of rescue workers en 
tered the rnine a week ago in 
hopes of being able to penetrate 
the catacombs far enough to 
find anyone still alive 
They 
were forced out by deadly car­ 
bon monoxide and dangerous 
methane gas 


‘‘The hurt will remain until 
the mine is opened again,” Mrs 
Forte said “ There will be no 
Christmas There will Ik * no hol­ 
iday until the mine is opened.” 


Just when that will be compa­ 
ny officials are unprepared to 
say. The last time No. 9 was 
sealed, in 1954, it took four 
months before anyone was al­ 
lowed back in Sixteen miners 
died in that accident 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) 
A ship­ 
wrecked family of four was res­ 
cued from choppy seas Satur­ 
day after spending the night 
tied together, afloat in lifejack­ 
ets on the Atlantic Ocean under 
attack by stinging sea crea­ 
tures 
As they bobbed in four foot 
waves for more than 13 hours 
the 210-foot Coast Guard cutter 
Diligence passed within 150 
yards on a search pattern hut 
darkness and distance left them 
lost.

The cutter Diligence found the 
survivors, James C Jones, 30, 
his wife Robie, 29, Larry Jones, 
1 4, and Raymond Jones, 11 The 
oldest boy was identified as 
Jones' son from a previous mar 
nage which ended just a month 
ago in divorce while the young 
boy was identified as Mrs 
Jones' son from a previous rnar- 
raige 
The heavily-bearded Jones, a 
carpet installer, recently sold 
his business to his first wife 
Larry was visiting his father 
aboard the 63-foot converted 
military crash boat, Macedo­ 
nian, on which the Jones family 
lives The family was at sea on 
a holiday cruise when loose* 
planking allowed sea water to 
sink the craft Friday night, the 
Coast Guard said 
After radioing an SOS, the

Party Whip 
Post Goal 
Of Hruska 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ne­ 
braska’s 
Roman 
L. 
Hruska 
plans a hard campaign for the 
post of assistant Republican 
leader, or party whip, in the 
Senate, but says he doesn’t want 
“ a bloody field with bodies lying 
around.” 
‘i am not standing idly by. I 
am seeking the post,” Ilruska, 
just back from a trip abroad, 
told an interviewer. 
The whip job was opened up 
by the primary defeat of Cali­ 
fornia’s Thomas H Kuchel, a 
liberal-moderate 
Republican 
The only other announced candi­ 
date for the job is Pennsylva­ 
nia’s Hugh Scott, also a liberal- 
moderate. 
Scott notified his colleagues 
by letter that he wants the job. 
but other than that his cam­ 
paigning has been behind the 
scenes. 
While Hruska was in h^urope 
last week, his supporters said 
they already had commitments 
from 23 of the 42 Republican 
senators in the new Congress- 
more than enough to insure his 
election. 
Scott’s backers disagree, say­ 
ing the contest is still wide 
open. 
"W e’re certainly not going to 
leave a bloody field with bodies 
lying around. ” Hruska said in 
discussing the contest "But 1 
have made it known to my col­ 
leagues that I aspire to it and 
that I hope they feel 1 could 
make the judgments the pfist of 
whip requires 
Senate Republican 1^‘ader F.v 
erett M. Dirk.sen has indicated 
he would like to avoid a party- 
splitting fight by a compromise 
under which Hruska would Ix* 
the assistant leader and Scott 
would be chairman of the Sen­ 
ate GOP Policy Committee, a 
position that will offer little 
more than a platform for dis­ 
sent. 
The policy committee post is 
due to the retirement of Bourke 
B. Hickenlooper of Iowa 
The two jobs will be filled 
when Republican senators cau­ 
cus at the opening of the new 
congressional session in Janu­ 
ary. 
Scott backed Gov Nelson A 
Rockefeller of New York in his 
unsuccessful bid for the Repub­ 
lican presidential nomination 
this year while Hruska was an 
early and vocal supporter of 
President-elect Richard M. Nix­ 
on. 
Scott’s backers say they have 
been assured that Nixon will 
stay out of the fight. 
Other Republican senators 
mentioned as possibilities for 
the two vacant leadership posi­ 
tions include Karl E Mundt of 
South Dakota. Robert P. Griffin 
of Michigan and James B. Pear­ 
son of Kansas. 
Hruska. 64, served one term 
in the House before being elect­ 
ed to the Senate in 1954 to fill an 
unexpired term. He was re-e­ 
lected in 1958 and 1964, and 
comes up for re-election in 1970

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - If 
Thomas Jefferson could attend 
President-elef’t Richard M. Nix­ 
on’s upcoming $2 million inau­ 
guration, he might wonder at 
the regal trappings of modern 
democracy. 
The inauguration planned for 
next Jan. 20 will approach a 
coronation in its spectacle and 
structed traditions — just the 
sort of thing Jefferson tried to 
avert. He and other early Amer­ 
ican presidents wanted to avoid 
any semblance of European 
monarchy. 
As big as it will be, the Nixon 
parade will be shorter in length 
and duration than some in the 
recent past. Each state has 
been limited to one marching 
band and one float, and a target 
time of 2 V2 hours has been set 
for the duration of the festivi­ 
ties 
Although Jefferson might be 
dismayed 
by 
the 
elaborate 
quadrennial ritual of modern 
American presidential inaugu­ 


rations, documents of the past 
show he would have to share 
some of the responsibility. 


Official papers preserved in 
the Capitol Architect’s office 
the Smithsonian Institution, and 
the Library of Congress provide 
a fascinating contrast to the in­ 
auguration now being planned. 
They show how it went from 
perfunctory to pageantry in 36 
lessons spread over 179 years. 
The first inauguration was 
a spartan ceremony on the bal­ 
cony of Federal Hall in New 
York City on April 30, 1789. 
Best guesses are that George 
Washington’s inauguration did 
not cost the taxpayer a penny. 


In contrast, just the cere­ 
monies from Capitol Hill being 
planned for the Nixon inaugura­ 
tion, including the building of 
wooden and steel stands seating 
18,300, will cost some $300,000. 
But this is only one aspect of 
the ceremonies of inducting a 
new president, which also in- 


cludes a number of inaugural 
balls. 
The only cost to the taxpayers 
is $400,000, the amount which 
Congress appropriated for the 
Capitol Hill ceremonies alone. 
Businesses and individuals 
will be asked to underwrite the 
cost of the parade festivities, 
with money to be repaid by 
advertising in the official pro­ 
gram and receipts from tickets 
to grandstands along the parade 
route and to several of the inau­ 
gural balls. 
Jefferson, the first president 
to be inaugurated in Washing­ 
ton, casually walked to the Cap­ 
itol from a boarding house and 
took the oath of office in the 
old Senate chamber. There were 
1,000 persons present. 
In Jefferson's sec'ond inaugu­ 
ration, when Pennsylvania Av­ 
enue was desc’ribed as a dusty, 
gravel road, he rode his horse 
to the Capitol for the brief cere­ 
mony. 
But it was in this second Jef- 


ferson inauguration that the 
seeds of pomp and the embryo 
of circuinstance began life: He 
allowed the playing of military 
music and he consented to rid­ 
ing back to the White House 
in a carriage. 
Thus, in this small way. be­ 
gan the after-inaugural parade 
however modest it might have 
been 
Inaugural balls appear to 
have begun during James Madi­ 
son’s inauguration in March 
1809—one administration after 
Jefferson’s. 
A White House reception was 
held at Madison’s sec'ond inau­ 
guration at which—according to 
records—guests drank Madeira 
wine, ate bonbons and sampled 
a popular innovation called ice 
cream. The U.S. Marine Band 
played for the first time—as it 
has at every inaugural sinc'e. 
James Monroe was the first 
president to take the oath of of­ 
fice outdoors in Washington, a 
custom imposed upon America 


by the British, who had bom­ 
barded and burned the Capitol 
in 1814, three years before his in­ 
auguration. 
Andrew Jackson was the first 
president to be sworn in on a 
raised platform on the east por­ 
tico of the Capitol—the popular 
traditional site sinc'e. 
Historians believe Jackson’s 
to be the most colorful inaugu­ 
ration ever. It was attended by 
20.000 persons, including Indian 
fighters from Tennessee and ve­ 
terans of the battle of New Or­ 
leans in the war of 1812. 
Throughout 
inaugural 
re­ 
cords are items of costs, tradi­ 
tionally handled by the Senate 
Disbursing Office. William Hen­ 
ry Harrison’s inaugural, for ex­ 
ample, cost $286.75 in 1841, in­ 
cluding $135 to build a platform. 
By the time Franklin I ’ien-e 
was inaugurated in 1853, the to­ 
tal cost had risen to $547.34— 
and it has been rising steadily 
siiK'e 
President Harrv S. Truman’s 


The coming inauguration will 
be televised by so many camer­ 
as—including color television 
equipment—that a newer, big­ 
ger, stronger platform is being 
built of steel and will be en­ 
closed 
in 
special 
insulated 
glass. 


Inaugurations often have been 
the forum for memorable public 
addresses. In 1933. Franklin De­ 
lano Roosevelt told a Depres­ 
sion- stricken nation: "The only 
thing we have to fear is fear it­ 
self.” John F. Kennedy, in 1961, 
told the nation: "Ask not what 
your country can do for you— 
ask what you can do for your 
countrv ’

Defiance 
Of Vatican 
In Britain

LONDON (AP) - The Tablet, 
the leading review of Britain’s 
Roman Catholic intellectuals 
published today a document on 
Anglican-Roman Catholic rela­ 
tions in defiance of the Vatican. 
The Archbishop of Canter­ 
bury. Dr. Michael Ramsey, had 
wanted the document published, 
but the Roman Curia insisted it 
should not be. 
It contains far-reaching rec­ 
ommendations for closer links 
between the two churches. 
The report was submitted to 
Pope Paul and the Archbishop 
of Canterbury It advocates rev­ 
olutionary moves like the shar­ 
ing of facilities for theological 
education and the exchange of 
preachers during celebration of 
the Eucharist. 
The late Cardinal Bea had 
sent a letter to the Pope and the 
archbishop, 
expressing 
fears 
that the bishq^s of both church­ 
es might get the impression the 
report already was approved for 
implementation. 
Archbishop Ramsey decided 
he would not publish it without 
Vatican agreement, a spokes­ 
man for the Church of England 
Council on Foreign Relations 
said Thursday. But the docu­ 
ment was circulated to several 
hundred Anglican bishops from 
all over the world at last July’s 
Lambeth Conference. 
The Tablet said it got the re­ 
port from an Anglican source. It 
lashed out editorially at the atti­ 
tude of the Curia and said 
“ The still largely feudal and 
authoritarian temper of the Ro­ 
man CXiria is opposed to the 
publication of interim docu­ 
ments or the disclosure of nego­ 
tiations, even when these affect 
the life and faith of all the mem­ 
bers of the Church.” 
The Roman Catholic chair­ 
man of the Joint Preparatory 
Commission, which produced 
Uîe report and reconrunenda- 
tions, is the Most Rev. Charles 
Hclmsing, bishop of Kansas 
City-St Joseph, Mo The Angli­ 
can chairman is the Rt Rev. 
John Moorman, bishop of Ripon

In 1906 there was considerable 
agitation but not as much action 
toward resolving some of the so­ 
cial and economic problems 
that had grown astride the bur­

“ The Jungle’s” prose brought 
horror, then action. 
“ There would be meat stored 
in great piles in the rooms,” 
Sinclair wrote, “ and the water 
from leaky roofs would drip 
over it, and thousands of rats 
would race about on it.” 
Relentlessly, Sinclair added 
detail to his case. “ It was too 
dark in these storage places to 
see well, but a man could run 
his hand over these piles of 
meat and sweep off handfuls of 
the dried dung of rats.” 
He continued; “ These rats 
were nuisances, and the packers 
would put poisoned bread out 
for them, they would die, and 
then rats, bread and meat 
would go into the hoppers to­ 
gether.” 
Such revelations were too 
much for the American mind 
and stomach, and soon Presi­ 
dent Theodore Roosevelt was 
receiving scores of letters a day 
demanding federal action to 
raise standards in the meat in­ 
dustry. 
“ The Jungle” became sort of 
an 
early 
“ Unsafe 
At 
Any 
Speed,” the book written a few 
years ago by Ralph Nader 
which 
aroused 
Congress 
to 
study and take action against 
factors making automobile trav­ 
el riskier than necessary. 
Roosevelt invited Sinclair to 
the White House and soon “ The 
Jungle” symbolized the consum­ 
er cause. It led to the famous 
Food and Drug Act of 1906, the 
first federal pure food law. 
Moreover, the act put the fed­ 
eral government firmly into the 
consumer protection business 
for good. And it helped establish 
the high levels of cleanliness 
that generally prevail today in 
the American food industry. 
As the American economy 
progressed, 
becoming 
more 
technologically complex each 
year, business also became far 
more active in the consumer 
protection area. Better Business 
Bureaus, 
established in the 
1920s, have grown steadily since 
then. An office was opened re­ 
cently, for example, in the Har­ 
lem section of New York. 
Private groups also entered 
the picture, especially as the 
consumer needed a.ssistance not 
simply because of the deception 
of businessmen but because of 
the complexity and vast array 
of products that crowded the 
market place.

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP)— 
A free and uninhibited cam­ 
paig n for the Venezuelan presi 
dency came to an end Satur­ 
day. It was a contrast to the 
kind of military rule Venezuela 
once had, and to the conditions 
that prevail in several South 
American countries today. 
About 4.1 million voters, more 
than half of them under ag e 
30, will flock to the polls Sunday 
to cast their compulsory vote 
for a new president and Con­ 
g ress. 
Impartial observers predict a 
tig ht finish among the four lead­ 
ing contenders who, seeming ly 
out of a lack of issues, have 
concentrated on a g rab-bag of 
promises. They are: 
Gonzalo Barrios, 66, a bache­ 
lor political professional who is 
the candidate of the ruling Ac­ 
ció n Democrática party—AD. 
Mig uel Ang el Bureli Rivas, 46, 
a former colleg e professor who 
g ave up a diplomatic career 
to accept the candidacy offered 
by a melang e dominated by 
three parties, each individually 
too weak to field its own candi­ 
dates. 
Rafael Caldera, a smooth- 
talking lawyer, who at 52 is 
for the fourth time seeking the 
presidency as head of the So- 
cial-Christian party. 
Luis Beltran FYieto, 65, the 
popular former president of AD 
who set up his own “people’s 
electoral movement” when the 
party pros denied him the presi­ 
dential candidacy. 
The current president, Raul 
Leoni, is constitutionally barred 
from succeeding himself. 
The election comes at a time 
when Venezuela is prospering 
from hug e petroleum export 
revenues. 
Ambitious 
public 
works and industrialization pro­ 
g rams have done much to keep 


material issues from creeping 
into the campaig n. 
A Burelli victory would be an 
upset, inasmuch as it would be 
a repudiation of the political es­ 
tablishment, even thoug h the 
three parties that picked him 
are not beyond popular criti­ 
cism. 
Parallel to its impressive, oil- 
fed economic g rowth Venezuela 
has matured politically. Only 10 
years ag o it junked dictator 
Marcos Perez Jimenez, the last 
of a series of military caudillos 
who had ruled the country since 
independence in the 19th cen­ 
tury. Perez Jimenez, free after 
a long period of detention, is 
running for the Senate from to 
comfortable home in Madrid, 


where he lives in self-exile 
Despite 10 years of democrat­ 
ic. representative rule, the per­ 
ennial Latin American hobg ob­ 
lin — the armed forces — still 
loom in the minds of many poli­ 
ticians who fear intervention 
should “something ” g o wrong 


If they honor their pledg e — 
and there care no indications 
they will not — they will keep 
Venezuela 
from joining the 
g rowing ranks of South Ameri­ 
can nations ruled by the mili­ 
tary: Arg entina, Brazil, Bolivia, 
Parag uay and Peru. This leaves 
Chile, Columbia, Urug uay and 
Venezula as the only Latin 
countries on the continent with 
freely elected g overnments.

High Costs of Medicaid 
To Come Under Scrutiny 


By JOE HALL

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
medicaid program of health 
care for the poor—its costs soar­ 
ing—may provide one of the 
major battles in the next con­ 
gress and an early test of Nixon 
campaign pledges to hold down 
federal spending. 
Chairman Russell B. Long, 
D-La., of the Senate Finance 
Committee wliich has jurisdic­ 
tion over medicaid, lias pledged 
that “ bringing the cost of this 
fantastic program into bounds” 
will be one of his major 1969 ob­ 
jectives. 
John J. Williams, of Dela­ 
ware, senior Republican on the 
panel supports him. 
“ This is a program now cost­ 
ing us about 10 times the origi­ 
nal estimate, he says. 
But Republican Jacob K. Jav- 
its of New York, whose state 
has the biggest single medicaid 
program, promises a fight to 
keep present federal aid formu­ 
las. 
The government’s share of the 
three-year-old program now is 
estimated for the current fisc*al 
year at $2.6 billion, $1 billion 
more than forecast a year ago. 
President-elect Richard M. 
Nixon, during his campaign, 
criticized many welfare pro­ 
grams enacted under Demo­ 
crats in the past few years 
and made limits on federal 
spending a major campaign 
pledge. 


He’s had little to s;iy on medi­ 
caid itself. But he has indicated 
he favors more state control of 
welfare programs and gover­ 
nors generally have favored 
medicaid. 
Long tipped off what he had in 
mind in the closing days of the 
90th Congress by winning sur­ 
prise 44-25 Senate approval of a 
$500 million slash in the federal 
share of medicaid. 


The amendment, tacked onto 
a minor tax bill, eventually was 
shelved because of what Long 
called a 
successful 
filibuster 
against it. 
The Senate vote marked a 
reversal of majority opinion on 
a program set up in its present 
form in the same Social Securi­ 
ty bill which included medicare. 
Sponsors of that measure de­ 
scribed the medicaid provision 
as a little noticed but highly im­ 
portant section which would 
guarantee that America’s un­ 
derprivileged would be able to 
share in the health care ad­ 
vances of recent years. 
The medicaid program now is 
in effect in 38 states. More than 
7.5 million persons are benefit­ 
ing from it annually. 
The Long amendment would 
have cut back sharply on the 
federal matching for medicaid. 
Under the law now, Washing­ 
ton pays 50 per cent of the cost 
in high income states and up to 
83 per cent in the poorest states. 
The amendment would have 
fixed a range of 25 to 69 per cent 
for federal matching.

Universities Searching for Answers

Sh o u ld th ey b e iv o ry -to wer re­ 
treats dev o ted ex clu siv ely to ed­ 
u catio n? Or sh o u ld th ey co mmit 
th eir reso u rces fu lly to th e

o n in th e co mmu nities aro u nd 
th em? 
Th e dilemma is sh arp ened b y 
insistent demands fo r relev ance 
in h igh er edu catio n fro m stu ­ 
dents and fro m activ ists o n and 
o ff th e camp u s. 
It h as stirred clash ing o p i­ 
nio ns fro m p ro minent edu cato rs 
try ing to define th e p ro p er ro le 
o f th e u niv ersity in th e midst o f 
to day ’s so cial u p h eav als. 
Fo rmer Co lu mb ia Univ ersity 
Dean o f Facu lties Jacq u es Bar- 
zu n criticizes wh at h e terms th e 
u niv ersity ’s co mp u lsio n “to re­ 
semb le th e Red Cro ss mo re 
th an a u niv ersity ” 
Barzu n said at a recent news 
co nference th at p ro fesso rs di­ 
v erted fro m th eir teach ing du ­ 
ties b y o u tside inv o lv ement are

cally ” sp ecialized co u rses in­ 
stead o f lib eral edu catio n. 
“Since 19 45, th e u niv ersities 
h av e b een do ing no th ing b u t in­ 
no v ate—take o n th ings th ey h ad 
no ab ility o r means o f p erfo rm­ 
ing and th at’s wh y th ey ’re in 
th eir p resent mess—financially 
and sp iritu ally ,” Barzu n said.

“It is a q u estio n,” said Kerr, 
“ o f wh eth er u niv ersities sh o u ld 
serv e th e p eo p le in th e u rb an 
gh etto s o r th e military -indu s­ 
trial co mp lex , o f wh eth er th ey 
want to serv e criticism and dis­ 
sent o r th e statu s q u o .”

JA JC E , Yugoslavia (AP) — 
President Tito said today Yugo­ 
slavia is strong enough to de­ 
fend its sovereignty and inde­ 
pendence alone. 
But he added he .saw no rea­ 
son why the Soviet Union should 
attack Yugoslavia, a reference 
to Soviet-Yugoslav tension since 
the invasion of Czechoslovakia. 
Tito told a news conference of 
200 foreign and Yugoslav news­ 
men “ It would be desirable not 
to dramatize the present .situa­ 
tion. Relaxation should be en­ 
deavored” 
He also said Yugoslavia does 
not a.sk for any protection from 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization. adding, “ I think ev­ 
erywhere in the world every- 
b(xly knows that we did not call 
anybody to help us” 
Questioned about a statement 
by U.S. Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk in Brussels that Yugosla­ 
via is part of the “ Grey Zone” 
of NATO protection, Tito said; 
“Our attitude stands apart from 
his appraisal. We do not recog­ 
nize spheres of interest. These 
stop at our borders. Here is a 
bright zone and we have no rea­ 
son to fear.” 
Tito said that in his recent 
meetings with U.S. Undersecre­ 
tary of State Nicholas Katzen- 
bach and Sen. Mike Maasfield, 
he did not ask for help, only for 
cooperation in economic prob­ 
lems 
In other comments he hailed 
President Johnson’s decision to 
stop bombing North Vietnam; 
predicted no increase in Berlin 
tension “ if somebody from out­ 
side does not interfere;” and 
said Yugoslav-West German re­ 
lations are improving.

Twenty-seven U.S. auto plants 
were slated for Saturday work, 
compared with 34 last Saturday. 
Output for the calendar year 
passed the 8-million car mark 
on Tuesday, far ahead of the 
6,671,317 built at the same time 
last year. 
The trade publication Automo­ 
tive News estimated that 180,955 
cars would be built this week, 
compared with 215,185 last week 
and 197,869 in the corresponding 
week last year, a week which 
did not include the holiday. 
Truck production this week 
was estimated at 35,020, short 
of last week’s 42,739 and the 
40,952 built in the comparable 
week a year ago. The year to 
date, truck output climbed to 
1,804,782- a record high for any 
year as it topped the old mark 
of 1,782,812 built in all of 1965. 
At this point a year ago, the 
truck count was 1,447,547. 
In Canada, auto firms built 
an estimated 24,735 cars this 
week compared with 25,055 last 
week and 19,034 in the like week 
a year ago. The calendar year 
count climbed to 808,595 com­ 
pared with 641,858 at this point 
a year ago. 
Canadian truck makers built

NEW YORK (AP) - It's all 
right now to mention success to 
Anthony Quinn. He’s changed. 
“ Until a year or so ago that 
word was anathema to me. " 
says the craggy star, brushing 
aside a public image that never 
exactly exuded soaring humili- 


tv’ 
“ The problem was that I was 
always terrified by the responsi­ 
bility of success. But I ’ve begun 
to mature enough to realize that 
I am a success. There’s too 
much 
evidence 
around—the 
amounts film studios pay me, 
the way people react.” 
Quinn came back on a visit to 
New York a few days ago on a 
double mission after a five-year 
absence centered in Italy. One 
reason was the premiere of his 
96th film, “ The Shoes of the 
Eisherman.” The other was the 
unveiling at the Museum of 
Modern Art of an exhibit trac­ 
ing his career. The only per­ 
former previously so honored 
was Sophia Loren. 
“ Material things don’t mean a 
a damn thing to me,” he com­ 
ments about the appurtenances 
of stardom. 
“ There’s a wonderful thing 
that Thoreau said—he’s my 
great mentor—‘You re only as 
rich as the things you can do 
without.’ I can do without a hel­ 
luva lot.” 
In his free-association stream 
of conversation—“ I only know 
what I think by talking about it” 
—Quinn always recalls the pre­ 
recognition years — “ I knew 
great privation as a kid.” 
Trying to trace him precisely 
through that phase is a labyrin- 
thian labor. Each Quinn inter­ 
view adds complicating but not 
necessarily contradictory detail 
He was born in Chihuahua, 
Mexico, April 21, 1915, and soon 
thereafter 
the 
biographical 
maze rapidly tangles. 
Would you believe he was a 
sparring partner for Primo Car- 
nera at 16? T'oreman of a mat­ 
tress factory? Speaking at the 
side of Airnee Semple Mc­ 
Pherson when he was 14’’ Or re­ 
levant to his new film, brieflv 


dedicated 
to study for the 
priesthood? 
In “ The Shoes of the Fisher­ 
man,” Quinn portrays a future 
Pope of the Roman Catholic 
Church who attempts to avert 
global holocaust. 
“ I used to be a Catholic,” 
says Quinn, leading up to a 
traumatic transformation he ex­ 
perienced midway through the 
film. A month after shooting be­ 
gan, the star developed a face- 
swelling infection that halted 
eveiything for two weeks. 
“ I think of it as a kind of 
physical symptom of an internal 
conflict, ” he explains. Similar, 
lesser disturbances affected him 
twice previously in roles he 
found particularly demanding. 
But as a dedicated believer in 
Stanislavski involvement, he in­ 
sists on “ an almost mystical re­ 
lationship with a role.” 
“ I’m a very difficult man to 
live with when that’s happening 
—my wives can tell you of the 
transformations. 
“ To a great extent I carry’ the 
character around with me until 
I take it on. But that’s the real 
joy in acting 
“ The wonderful luxury that I 
have had is playing all types of 
pecmle.” 
Having worked all over the 
world in a career that began on 
stage in 1936 as a showcase 
theater operated by Mae West 
—“ When I asked her for a raise 
from my $10 salary, she said 
she had been thinking of charg­ 
ing me to play it instead” — 
Quinn sees little difference be­ 
tween acting in one place or an­ 
other. 
His portrait of a Russian prel­ 
ate in the new film just about

U S. (’ommls.sioner Edmund 
F Maxwell went to the Magad­ 
dino home in nearby Lewiston 
and held the arraignment in a 
bedroom. 
A dcx'tor stocxl by Magaddi­ 
no's side and a cylinder of oxy­ 
gen was next to the bed, but it 
was not used 
Magaddino was not required 
to plead He confined his com­ 
ments during the eight minute 
prcxeeding to. ‘ Tell my law­ 
yer,'’ as Maxwell explained his 
rights and the charges.

D uring the fall m onths, this little gray squirrel has our 
apple tre e pick ed clean. He lik es the buds on the dogwood 
alm ost as m uch. No m a tte r w hat k ind of w inter, he is 
read y. 
You m ay not be storing apples in the b asem ent but you 
can gra b thre e pa pe rb a c k book s tha t speak d irectly to the 
prob lem s of this w inter and next spring. R esponsible lead- 
ershi[) w ithin the church should be considering the a lte rna ­ 
tives to V ietnam , the c rise s in the cities and the universi­ 
ties if they a re to m ak e a m eaningful contribution to the 
s ta rt of a new a d m inistra tio n in W ashington. 
W illiam J . L 'ulbright m ay not be your favorite senator 
and his policies m ay not claim your support. Y et his pa pe r­ 
back , “ T he A rrogance of P o w e r,” has som e fresh things to 
say about international conflict and the A m erican shaping 
of w orld a ffa irs. 
H e points out tha t, at the conclusion of the N apoleonic 
w a rs, a surprisingly lasting se ttle m e nt w as reached in 
1815. F ra nc e w as at the m ercy of E ngland and A ustria. 
L ord C a stle re a gh d ic ta te d te rm s tha t w ere m agnanim ous 
instead of vindictive, offering the F re nc h people the oppor­ 
tunity of pa rtic ipa ting in a recovery tha t blessed E urope 
a s well as the d efeated follow ers of N apoleon. R eparations 
w ere m a na ge a b le. (Occupation w as lim ited to three ye a rs 
and the re w as no loss of te rrito ry. 
C a stle re a gh told an astonished continent tha t he had not 
com e to the peace tre a ty in V ienna to collect trophies, 
“ but to b ring the w orld b ack to peaceful ha b its.” We a re 
not in V ienna but V ietnam . And no m a tte r how m uch the 
V iet Cong m ay be hated, tha t em otion is no d eeper than the 
se ntim e nts of E urope tow ard N apoleon, who bloodied his­ 
tory for 25 years. T he pursuit of “ peaceful ha b its” will tak e 
all of the ingenuity and nerve w e can generate. 
A nother paperb ack to squirre l aw ay for this w inter is 
“ T he R eport of the N ational A dvisory C om m ission on Civil 
D iso rd e rs.” This is the 7(K)-page study produced by the 
U.S. R iot C om m ission afipointed by P re sid e nt Johnson on 
July 27, 19 67. It m ay be a ye a r old but the m a te ria l is 
m ore re le va nt every day. F or any person over the age of 
14, this is easy, sad reading. You w ould think it w as a d irty 
book the w ay som e people in C ongress have put it down, 
ignored it, even a tta c k e d it. I don’t see how you can be a 
m e m b e r of the 20th-century A m erican society and not 
w ant to have the b asic facts behind the urb an uproa r tha t 
put the torch to D etroit and the gasoline to N ew ark . 
In an introduction, new sjiaper colum nist Tom W ick er 
sum s up the thorny question; 
“ W hat w hite A m ericans have ne ve r fully understood— 
but w hat the N egro can never forget—is tha t w hite society 
is deeply im plicated in the ghetto. W hite institutions c re ­ 
ated it: w hite institutions m aintain it and w hite society 
condones it.” 
“ C rises at C olum b ia” is the pa pe rb a c k produced by the 
Cox C om m ission R eport. T his care ful study look s a t the 
d isturb a nc e s at C olum bia U niversity tha t shook the univer­ 
sity—and m any other s c ho o ls -in A pril and M ay of 19 68. 
F'or those re a d e rs w ho a re not satisfied w ith the unin­ 
form ed conclusions tha t a few b eard ed pink os, d ra ft 
d od gers and pa rt-tim e d e m o nstra to rs w ere the sole cause 
of this prolonged riot, s ta r t read ing now. 
W hat hapjiened at C olum bia can evolve anyw here else 
w hen an a d m inistra tio n think s it is running an a cad em ic 
w arehouse instead of a university. W hen college lead ership 
is m ore inte re ste d in governm ent “ re se a rc h” c o ntra c ts 
than teaching stud ents in [lursuit of higher education, w e 
a re in trouble. 
T he com m ission notes tha t C olum bia, w ith the faint a rro ­ 
gance of a rich coiqioration, has the tendency to tre a t its 
own laculty as em ployes and its stud ents as custom ers. 
K eep all these book s hand y—the report is for snow, a ny­ 
tim e.

P . O . Cost Sav ings

WASHINGTON, D C. — There is a thing here 
called the Post Office transition. Believe it or not 
the 44 year old, handsome, well groomed Texan 
Postm aster General W. Marvin Watson has been 
more than mark ing time as a short term cabinet 
member. Here are some of his accomplishments in 
that old graystone building on Pennsylvania Avenue. 
He has reinforced the rule against the possession of 
alcoholic beverages and has ordered the employees 
to 
dress 
properly. 
He 
has 
attack ed 
racial 
discrimination and has implemented “air taxi” mail 
service to small cities. Tuck ed in a big black 
briefcase is the Postm aster’s legacy to the Nixon 
administration. 
“I want to have a plan that would modernize the 
Post Office Department if Congress wants to do it,” 
he explained, “and I’m going to have such a plan. 
It’s going to say, ‘Here’s what it would cost, and 
here are the machines to do it, and here’s where the 
machines ought to be.’ ” It will be complete with 
studies that will show cost savings so convincingly 
that Congress should be persuaded, he says. 
Mr. Watson is reluctant to discuss details of his 
plan, but informed sources say it calls for mak ing 
“ mail factories” out of the 74 largest post offices, 
which together handle 52 percent of the nation’s 
mail. This would be done, they say, by replacing 
hand processing operations in those offices with 271 
identical mechanized units, or modules, composed 
of machines that either exist or can be readily built. 
The mechanized processing system would tak e the 
mail from its entry and cull, stack , cancel and sort it 
for its destination without any human handling. The 
system, 
the 
sources 
contend, 
could 
produce 
overnight delivery in big post offices, cut handling 
time in half in many cases, pay for itself with 
reduced costs in five years, and save as much as $500- 
million annually for a decade thereafter. 
The Watson plan brushes aside the politically 
sensitive idea 
of mak ing the Post Office a 
government-owned corporation, which he believes 
would tak e “several years” to push through 
Congress. 
“ What I’m 
proposing is something 
Congress can do next year,” he says. 
The Watson plan would reportedly adopt some 
ideas from the Kappel commission (authorized by 
President Johnson), however. Among them, sources 
say, would be creating rate commissionecs to set 
mail rates, with Congress holding a veto. Another 
would be authorizing the Post Office to sell bonds 
for capital improvements, such as the Watson 
mechanization plan, rather than going to Congress 
each year for appropriations. 
“Marvin undoubtedly has visited more post 
offices, and talk ed to m ore postal employees, than 
any other American,” says one aide. “I think he is 
going to use that k ind of activity to lend credence to 
his report.”

Drive. That’s quite a few varia­ 
tions for a street that is-l^ss 
than two blocks long. 
In a couple of instances the 
street signs have Rd. on one 
side and Dr. on the other. 
There’s lots more of that sort 
of thing. 


The Post-TYibune demanded 
the City Council either make 
corrections and then legalize the 
changes with an ordinance or 
put the whole thing off for an­ 
other year.

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Long Cage History For Sedalia

According 
to 
newspaper 
accou nts and from old timers 
basketball was first play ed in 
SedaUa at the Old Woods Opera 
Hou se in an u pstairs room 
where a g y m was located in 
abou t 1901. While it was not 
mu ch of a competitiv e g ame, it 
was 
u sed 
mostly 
as 
a 
conditioner. 
Among those participating 
were 
Ash 
McNeill, 
Brown 
Harris, 
Gleen 
Woods, 
Red 
Gallie and Holmes Hall. 
In 1909, howev er, basketball 
took on a more concrete form 
when 
H.H. 
Barth, 
phy sical 
director at the Y.M.C.A., pu t on 
a basketball prog ram in a small 
way . The “Y” was located at 
that time between Fifth and 
Six th streets on the west side. 
The bu ilding still stands. 
In 1910 the first schedu le of 
g ames was play ed u nder the 
su perv ision of W.C. Chu bb who 
had su cceeded Barth. Two of 
the strong est teams of that 
period were the Philomatheans 
and 
the 
A thenaens—the 
schedu le starting Dec 8 and 
ending

18 .

WASHINGTON (AP) - Why 
should city people invest money 
in farm land if it won't earn 
them more than common stocks 
or government bonds? 
I^nd buying by nonfarmers 
seems to be increasing, Agricul­ 
ture Department figures indi­ 
cate, but the statistics show 
farm land on the average Is not 
the blue-chip investment that 
some believe. 
Department real estate ana­ 
lysts say that since 1950 farm 
land—including buildings—has 
prixluced an average total re­ 
turn of 8.8 per cent a year This 
includes a yearly return from 
the land's prtxluction of 3.5 per 
cent, and a growth in value 
equivalent to a compound an­ 
nual rate of 5.3 per cent. 
The kicker is that to reap the 
full growth, land bought in 1950 
must be sold now Otherwise, 
the investor will have only the 
.3.5 per cent annual income from 
production 
But the appreciation in the 
market value of farm land Is a 
strong motivation for city dwell­ 
ing investors, despite a larger

For example, the analysts 
say, since 1950 common stocks 
have averaged an annual divi­ 
dend yield of 3.5 per cent, the 
same as for farm land’s return 
from production. But common 
stocks have increased in value 
at the rate of 10.3 per cent a 
year, nearly double the rate for 
land. 
As in the case of land, stocks 
would have to be sold for the in­ 
vestor to get the entire 13.8 per 
cent gain. 
Land-buying patterns show 
that about two-thirds of the land 
sales and transfers each year 
are made by farmers to other 
farmers. But in recent years 
buying by nonfarmers has in­ 
creased slightly, from about 31 
per cent of the transactions in 
1963 to around 34 per cent last 
year. 
Farmland has grown in value 
consistently in the last couple of 
decades. In 1950 the market 
value average was $64.95 an 
acre or a total for all the farm 
land and buildings in the nation 
of $75.2 billion. Last week, de­ 
partment analysts said the av­ 
erage value was $178 an acre, or 
a total of $193.7 billion. 


Location of land—such as 
near an expanding urban area 
—and its proximity to public 
services, recreation areas and 
cultural centers are other fac­ 
tors adding to or subtracting 
from values. 


As the number of operators 
declines and the size of farms 
increases, the remaining farm­ 
ers are forced to expand hold­ 
ings to turn out more goods so 
they can in business. 


More than half the land trans­ 
actions each year involve farm­ 
ers who want to enlarge their 
holdings, department records 
show. 


But the influx of nonfarm in­ 
vestment also plays an impor­ 
tant role. An agriculture depart­ 
ment official said one reason 
land might be favored over the 
stock market is the amount of 
money investors are required to 
put up for each.

American families are being 
lured into phony home business 
distributorships through illegal 
chain l e t t e r - t y p e referral 
schemes. 
Watson, in a joint statement 
with Chief Postal laspector Hen 
ry B. Montague, said other 
schemes involving misrepresen­ 
tations in selling vending ma­ 
chines routes and marketing 
franchises also are on the in­ 
crease 
The postmaster general, de­ 
scribing what he termed a typi­ 
cal 
illegal pyramid scheme, 
, said families with savings of be­ 
tween $2,000 and $10,000 arc 
lured into buying distributor­ 
ships fOT “ fabulous new prod­ 
ucts” said to bring them in­ 
comes of five and six figures. 
“ But to achieve success,” Wat­ 
son said, “ the small investor is 
told he must recruit sub-distrib­ 
utors or retailers.” 
What actually happens most 
of the time, he said, is that the 
new distributor can recoup his 
investment only by recruiting 
others into the scheme and very 
often he loses his money entire­ 
ly 
N e a r l y 
200 questionable 
schemes are under investiga­ 
tion, Watson said, all subject to 
penalties under mail fraud stat­ 
utes of up to five years impris­ 
onment on each count and $1,000 
in fines. 
Montague, pointing specifical­ 
ly to an Oklahoma case, said a 
Tulsa man who helped fleece 
some 400 investors of more than 
$400,000 recently was sentenced 
to 10 years in jail. 
In this case, as in most pyr­ 
amid schemes, selling distribu­ 
torships was more important 
than selling the prwluct, Mon­ 
tague said He gave these de­

By h ar r y F. ROSENTHAL 
Asso ciated Press Writer 
n u m b e r n i n e, W Va (AP) 
— This place doesn’t exist on 
any map except a geologist’s, 
nut it's real 
People live at 
Number Nine, work at Number 
Nine and die at Number Nine 
Eleven days ago a fearsome 
imbling shodf the lumpy land­ 
scape of northe* n West Virginia 
and 78 men were entomtx'd in 
Number Nine 
News reports placed that coal 
mine explosion at Farmington 
or Mannington because these 
towns were on the map But 
it iiappened at Number Nine 
the mine and the community 
The two are iaseparable 
FVom the time a coal miner 
buys his son’s diapers from the 
company store, to the retire­ 
ment years when he buys his 
chewing tobacco there, life in 
a community like Numbt'r Nine 
is a constant reminder that coal 
is what it’s all about 
The miner’s wife, shopping 
for groceries, getting gasoline 
in her car or selecting a new 
television set, can see the brick 
building where her husband 
dons his work clothes before 
going deep into the earth 
Since 1906, more than 90,000 
men have lost their lives in 
the coal mines. Yet in places 
like Number Nine there are 
teen-agers looking forward to 
the day when they can wear 
the bluegray coveralls and hard 
hat of the miner 
When times are giKxJ there 
is a full week’s work at $;i'l 
a day for a miner, pius lime 
and a half for overtime on ,S;.t 
urday, good money. 
“ Why should I reliKate when 
I ’ve got a job right here, ’ said 
blond 2S-year-old miner “ My 
parents live here 
My wife’s 
parents live here” 
But it Isn’t just the money 


that keeps pt'ople in the coal 
mining country 
It's walking out of your hou.se 
and leaving the diKir unkK-ked 
without worrying about burg­ 
lars I ’Ls keeping a coon dog. 
or a pack of em. in your back­ 
yard It’s friendly gatherings at 
the company store and the 
neighborliness of neighbors who 
don’t live .so close that they're 
on top of you all the time It’s 
these things and more 
Nobody talks much of the 
danger Even after an accident 
like the one at Number Nine, 
few coasider moving away 
The (’oasolidation (’oal ('o ’s 
Number Nine mine, one of the 
best priKiucers in the state, has 
been worked since lilfid 
It has had one previous ma­ 
jor explosion in 1954 when 16 
men were trapped underground 
At that time, the former own­ 
ers waited three days then 
sealed the entrances to shut off 
the oxygen that fed the raging 
fires within 
Matt Menas, whose father 
was killed in the 54 accident, 
was one of the 21 who made 
it .safely from the mine after 
the explosion Nov 20 
Andy Satorito. 19. whose fath­ 
er works in another mine and 
who has relatives trapp(>d in 
Number Nine, says the explo­ 
sion hasn’t changed his mind 
about going to work there 
“ I’m not afraid to work in 
those mines.” he .said “ I should 
be. I gue.ss, but I’ve looked for­ 
ward to it all my life 
“ It’s exciting 1 go down there 
and get excited all over I’ve 
always wanted to work in a 
mine” 
Some people say coal mim‘rs 
are fatalists and seekers of dan 
ger, much as a parachutist or 
submarim^ r 
But 
people at 
Number Nine don’t say that out 
loud Their stock reply to ques­ 


tions about fear is that you can 
get hit by a car in the quietest 
of neighborhoods 
Women whose husbands have 
spent a quarter century or more 
in the mines are outwardly pas­ 
sive about their husbands’ occu­ 
pations. But some of the young­ 
er ones -daughters of coal min­ 
ers -don’t seem that way. 
“ When I was dating,” said 
Mrs. Bob Friend, “ if a boy told 
me that he worked in the mines 
I’d quit him right there. I just 
wouldn’t go with a coal miner.” 
Her brother, Emilio Megna, 
is one of the 78. ,She came from 
Parkersburg, W Va., with her 
husband, a lawyer, to take up

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EVERETT, Wash. (AP) — 
Boeing’s unbelievable bird—the 
giant 747—is built. 
Longer thn a 20-story building • 
tipped flat. As powerful as 87 
diesel locomotives. Able to car­ 
ry up to 490 passengers in a 
cabin wider than most living 
rooms. 
How will such a colossus- 
more than 2Vz times larger than 
any 
commercial airliner 
in 
service—fly? 
“ Like an angel and safe as in 
church,” promises tall, lean 
Jack Waddell, chief test pilot 
for the 747. His confidence is 
based on what Boeing calls the 
most 
complex, 
sophisticated 
and exhaustive test program 
ever carried out for a new air­ 
plane. 
The scope of the tests, which 
; began in 1965, is difficult to 
; grasp. 
• 
Advanced technology, some of 
, it evolving from space and mis- 
J sile work, has been incorporated 
• in the program along with more 
, conventional wear-and-tear tvne 
tests. 
Computers, telemetry, data 
processors and analyzers, flight 
simulators, a pulse code modu­ 
lation system, pulse duration 
J modulation system, frequency 
modulation and fully automated 
instruments able to record 3,600 
independent measurements are 
all used in the program. 
When all test equipment has 
been installed in the first 747 
and taxi runs have been com­ 
pleted, the Gargantuan bird will 
be ready to try its wings. 


On the sand dunes of Kitty 
Hawk in 1903, the pioneering 
flight by Orville Wright, who 
won the toss with Wilbur for the 
honor, covered 120 feet in 12 
seconds. 
If Wright had taken off from 
the nose of a 747 he would have 
landed a little more than half­ 
way to the tip of the tail—231 
feet, 4 inches away. 
His tiny stick-and-wire plane 
weighed 750 pounds; the 747 hits 
710,000, or 355 tons. 
He had a 12-horsepower en­ 
gine; the 747’s four develop 
174,000 pounds of thrust equiva­ 
lent roughly to that number of 
horsepower. 
Wright’s wingspan was 40 Vz 
feet; the 747’s is 195 fet, 8 inch­ 
es. 
He hit barely 40 miles an 
hour; the 747 cruises at 625 
m.p.h. 
Wright lay on his stomach and 
changed the angle of his wing 
surfaces by twisting from side 
to side, pulling on wires at­ 
tached to his waist. Waddell will 
have 
feather-light, 
hydraulic 
“ power steering” and a compu­ 
terized inertial navigation sys­ 
tem—INS—which can fly the 747 
automatically anywhere within 
its 6,000-mile range. This is the 
first commercial plane designed 
for fully automated INS opera­ 
tion. 
The 747’s maiden flight will 
mark the start of 1,400 hours of 
test flying by five of the jumbo 
jets over 10 months to “ wring 
them out” in every conceivable 
situation and prove them wor­ 
thy of Federal Aviation Admin­ 
istration certification. 
When the first passengers 
step 
aboard 
Pan 
American 
World Airways’ inaugural 747 
flight in December 1969, they 
will have little awareness of the 
tremendous, costly test pro­ 
gram leading to that moment. 
“ We will have a vast store of 
documented knowledge of the 
behavior of this aircraft,” Wad­ 
dell said. “ This is the great 
safety factor for the public.” 
R.E. McDonald, chief of the 
test program, places its total 
cost at about $250 million, with 
Boeing spending $165 million 
and subcontractors the rest. 
For Waddell, a balding, 6- 


foot-3-inch, 
185-pounder 
who 
grew up in Joliet, Mont., a little 
town of less than 400 near Bill­ 
ings, liftoff will be a pulse- 
pounding thrill, but at the same 
time almost anticlimacti. 


“ I have flown the plane, figur­ 
atively, nearly 300 hours al­ 
ready in flight simulators and 
our ‘Iron Bird’ test rig and 
know exactly how it will handle 
and land,” he explained. 
“ The results of nearly 14,000 
hours of wind tunnel tests have 
been fed into computers of the 
highly sophisticated flight simu­ 
lator at our Kent, Wash., Space 
Center and an older simulator 
at Renton, and I have experi­ 
enced actual flight conditions 
there.” 
Waddell said the 14,000 hours 
“ is about double the wind tun- 
nell occupancy” for any other 
airplane. 
Sitting in the Kent simulator, 
Waddell can look through an ex­ 
act sacle model of the 747’s 
windscreen at a three-dimen­ 
sional televised landscape. Com­ 
puters programmed with wind 
tunnel information reproduce 
the precise motion and feel of 
the plane and its controls during 
flight and landing, and show 
pictorially how the landing will 
appear from the cockpit. 
“ I feel as though I ’m actually 
flying the airplane. You see the 
roll, the yaw, the pitch. It’s very 
realistic,” he said. 


The Iron Bird, a structural 
steel contraption resembling a 
200-foot-long truss bridge, gives 
Waddell another “ feel” of the 
747—this one with actual flight 
control systems of the superjet. 


“ All the tubing, wiring, ca­ 
bles, actuators, control surfaces 
and cockpit controls are there,” 
he said. Sitting in a pilot’s chair 
at the front end, he can move 
all tail and wing control sur­ 
faces and see how they function 
through closed circuit televi­ 
sion. 
When Waddell and his fellow 
test pilots are not using the Iron 
Bird, it automatically puts the 
control surfaces—rudder, eleva­ 
tors, ailerons, spoilers and trim 
system—through 
test 
cycles 
which already nearly match the 
average lifetime of airline serv­ 
ice. The tests will continue “ to 
destruction to measure endur­ 
ance and reliability” of the 
components which control the 
plane’s turns, banks, climbs and 
stability. 
In another preflight test, en­ 
gines are run from low to full 
power 
at 
three 
propulsion 
stands in this area to check 
their operation and noise level. 
A set of two regular jet en­ 
gines was replaced with one of 
the huge Pratt & 
Whitney 
JT9D-3 turbofan engines on a 
B52 and flown about 60 hours, 
some of the time by Waddell. 
The 43,500 pounds of thrust de­ 
veloped by the JT9D-3 compares 
with 18,000 in the largest en­ 
gines used on Boeing’s 707s. 
To learn the ultimate endur­ 
ance and strength of the 747, 
two planes—complete airframes 
—will be taken from the assem­ 
bly line for lengthy static and 
fatigue tests. 
The static tests will simulate, 
by use of hydraulic jacks, loads 
and stresses to various sections 
of the 747 far greater than that 
to which they would be subject­ 
ed in airline service. 


Both static and fatigue testing 
will be carried to the point 
where both planes are de­ 
stroyed. 
The 747 will produce many 
firsts, but perhaps none more 
important than the inertial navi­ 
gation system, the computerized 
“ brain” that can fly the super­ 
jet unaided and keep it on exact 
course. 


Getting the Feel 


Jack Waddell, chief test pilot for the Boeing 747, 
experiences the teel of the new superjet's flight 
control system on an "iron bird 
mockup. In fact, he 
says it is like "actually flying the airplane.” This full- 
scale working mockup exactly duplicates the jetliner s 
Plight control systems and is used by engineers to 
prove the overall system. When the 747 flies for the 
First time, several years' airline service will already 
have been "flown” on the iron bird. (AP) 


“ We can program a flight, 
say from New York to London, 
figure out waypoint latitudes 
and longitudes, cruising speed, 
altitude, predicted wind veloci­ 
ties and directions, and feed it 
to the INS computer from any 
one of three 10-button consoles 
in the cockpit,” Waddell,said. 


“ 'The INS is integrated into 
the compass system, dual auto­ 
matic pilots and radar system. 
It will keep the plane level, 
compensate for any outside 
forces such as shifting winds 
and fly you to the start of your 
landing approach where radio 
takes over with an airport in­ 
strument landing system. 
‘“rhis is idealizing a bit, and 
there are always vagaries of 
flight that need human atten­ 
tion, but automated operation of 
a plane is really here.” 


Waddell said the 747 will be 
certificated for automatic ap­ 
proach 
and 
landing, 
in 
category 2—permitting landings 
with only 1,200 feet visibility. 
“ We have provided for chang­ 
ing from a dual to a triplicated 
flight system in the future, 
which will allow certification in 
category 3 and automatic land- 


ings with only 700 feet visibili­ 
ty,” he said. 
A preproduction INS was in­ 
stalled in a 707 tested on flights 
of more tljan 25,000 miles and 70 
hours of air time. They were to 
such places as Samoa; Fair­ 
banks. Alaska; Miami, and Bos­ 
ton. On the 10-hour, 5,000-mile 
fhght to Samoa the system 
proved 80 per cent more accu­ 
rate than design specifications 
called for 


Waddell plans to limit the 
747’s first flight to 2 Vg—3 hours 
with a top speed of about 330 
miles an hour and altitude of 
15,000 feet. After several flights 
from Paine Field at Everett to 
prove the plane completely air­ 
worthy, tests will be moved to 
Boeing field in Seattle. 
Next year, the first two 747s 
in the five-plane test stable will 
spend several months at Ed­ 
wards Air Force Base, Calif., 
for “ heavyweight” tests—the 
severest of the program. They 
include rejected takeoffs and 
maximum load takeoffs. 
Waddell heads a team of 
about a dozen test pilots, an 
equal number of instructor pi­ 
lots and about eight flight engi­ 
neers.

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What’s Behind the Growing 


San Francisco's Haight-Ashbury section is a popular retreat for runaway teen-agers. 


r jiH E OTHER afternoon, a 
mother in Syracuse, N.Y., 
became so nervous when Alice, 
her 15-year-old daughter, was 
unusually late in returning 
home from school that she be­ 
gan telephoning friends. 
What she heard was even more 
disconcerting: Alice hadn’t attended 
school that day! Horrified, the moth­ 
er telephoned her husband only to 
have him initially dismiss Alice's 
alienee as “nothing serious.” By 
3 a.m., however, he could no longer 
conceal his anxiety. He had tele­ 
phoned the police, hospitals, and al­ 
most every relative or acquaintance, 
only to learn that Alice had vanished. 
Alice, the parents envisioned, had 
either been injured in an automobile 
accident, kidnapped, assaulted, or 
even killeil. 
A different possibility began to 
emerge the next afternoon. Exten­ 
sive questioning of Alice’s friends 
revealed that when she was unhappy 
she had 1) periodically mentioned 
“tfcose beautiful, peaceful people” in 
New York City’s hippie-dominated 
East Village, 2) she was last seen 
near a bus station. In all likelihood, 
a police officer emphasized, she was 
a “runaway.” 
The parents found no solace in 
that assumption. They realized that 


Alice had only about $8 with her and 
were well aware of the harrowing 
experiences of similar runaways ar­ 
riving in the East Village without 
adequate funds. 
Young girls often were hooked on 
drugs, molested, or forced to pan­ 
handle or sell “nickel bags” of mari­ 
juana in order to live. Moreover, the 
dead body of a 16-year-old runaway 
girl from an affluent suburban home 
recently had been found beside her 
tattooed boy-friend’s body in a de­ 
crepit tenement house—both mur­ 
dered. And a tiny, 15-year-oId run­ 
away who slept in parks had been 
raped twice and her “flower hus­ 
band” beaten unconscious. 
Unable to wait, the father and a 
brother drove to the East Village. 
Then, for three days and nights, they 
walked among the derelicts, drug 
peddlers, and hippies showing Alice’s 
picture. About all they heard was: 
“Haven’t seen her” or “She’ll turn 
up in a couple of weeks.” 
Sixteen days later, the mother, an­ 
swering the telephone, heard a long­ 
distance operator ask if she would 
accept a collect call from Alice in a 
suburb of Boston. 
Alice, who wanted money to return 
home, was depressed and unwilling 
to discuss her experience. Later, after 
confiding that she stayed at a distant 
cousin’s apartment near a hippie- 
dominated area, she came to realize 


that she couldn’t find a happier life 
by leaving home. , 
This type of incident now occurs 
with disturbing frequency. FBI sta­ 
tistics reveal that an unprecedented 
129,532 children under 18 years of 
age were found by police as “run­ 
aways” in 1967 and that 54,401 of 
them were less than 14 years old. 
Another 4,860 were under 10. Yet, 
as distressing as the problem may 
seem, it is still growing. Many police 
departments indicate that runaways 
are increasing and that more of them 
are young girls from good homes. 
The tragedy, once it strikes a 
home, is aggravated by the parents’ 
virtual helplessness. When days pass 
without word, ads like these appear 
in hippie newspapers or on bulletin 
boards in hippie hangouts: “Judy J. 
Your mother is heartsick. Please call” 
. . . “Barbara R. All js forgiven if 
you’ll come home” . .*. “$1,000 re­ 
ward to anyone who locates this girl.” 
Other grieved parents turn to 
members of Congress. Sen. Abraham 
Ribicoff of Connecticut, for example, 
says that he frequently is awak­ 
ened by telephone calls at 3 a.m. by 
horrified parents unable to trace their 
children. 
As Ribicoff recalls: “ ‘Abe,’ they’ll 
say, ‘is there anything you can do 
to help?’ The truth is there isn’t 
much I, or any other Senator, can 
do. The law says that Federal au-

thorities (the FBI) enter only one 
kind of missing-person case—that of 
kidnapping. 
“In most cases, there is no suspi­ 
cion of kidnapping. A child just van­ 
ishes into any one of 50 states and 
thousands 6f communities, each hav­ 
ing its own separate police force. In 
the case of one of my constituents, 
more than two months elapsed before 
his college-age son was found—dead.” 
Ribicoff has introduced a bill that 
would establish s Federal office for 
nationwide investigation of persons 
missing 72 hours or longer. Mean­ 
while, parents of runaways are left 
pondering, “Why?” or “What’s hap­ 
pening to my child?” 
Psychiatrists maintain that many 
unhappy, independent, or rebellious 
children have long contemplated leav­ 
ing home but have been deterred by 
the realization that they didn’t have 
enough money to subsist. Today, how­ 
ever, they feel that they know how 
to carry out their threats: obtain 
free food, lodging, and thrills from 
seemingly generous hippies maintain­ 
ing “communal pads” in the East 
Village, San Francisco’s Haight-Ash­ 
bury district, Chicago’s Old Town, 
and more accessible cities and farm 
areas stretching from New Jersey to 
New Mexico. 
Instoad of finding a glamorous 
life, the vast majority of runaways 
find that they won’t even be taken in 
by hippies if they are too young and, 
even if they do find a “home,” they 
usually cannot live there without be­ 
ing exploited by superficial, bullying 
hippies, hypocritical protestors, drug 
pushers, and, sometimes, even sex 
criminals. 
Not long ago, a 13-year-old girl 
in Vickery, Ohio, after watching hip­ 
pie motorcyclists “burn rubber” (drag 
race), hitchhiked to the East Village 
with a friend. Within two days, she 
had been raped, thrown alive down 
a fifth-floor shaft, and taken to a 
morgue—where her body lay uniden­ 
tified for two weeks! 
Within a few days, most runaways 
are unharmed but so hungry or dis­ 
illusioned that they want to return 
home. But they are hesitant to do 
so because they 1) fear their parents’ 
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Tragedy of Runaway Girls? 


Disillusioned and unable to talk to their parents, 


they are escaping to the not-so-rosy life of today's “flower children’’ 


punishment, and 2) fear the embar­ 
rassment of “chickening out” in the 
presence of their new “friends” or 
other runaways. 
A 15-year-old boy from California, 
for instance, whose tenacious step­ 
father traced him to a “pad” rented 
by a teen-age drug pusher, conceded 
that he actually was relieved when 
he was pulled from the “pad” and 
taken home. 
A small percentage of “hard-core” 
runaways never return voluntarily 
and, if caught, usually run farther 
until, police say, they’re seldom found. 
That fact was vividly illustrated late 
one night in the New York police 
department’s Ninth Precinct head­ 
quarters (which encompasses the 
East Village). The case underscored 
a parent’s failure to act when an ob­ 
viously disturbed child needed psy­ 
chiatric or medical treatment long 
before running away. 
A policeman led in a blonde run­ 
away girl who fought so desperately 
that her hands had to be handcuffed 
behind her back. An hour later, the 
girl’s mother appeared to pick up her 
daughter, emphasizing: “I haven’t 
been able to do anything with her 
for a year. She keeps taking those 
pills and stuff.” 
“Want her in custody of the Fam­ 
ily Court?” the policeman asked. “She 
could get some psychiatric help.” 
“No, no. ril take care of her this 
time,” the mother in sists as she 
signed a release. 
The mother and daughter walked 
outside. Suddenly the girl glanced 
around to see there was no policeman 


on the block, then spun, ran, and dis­ 
appeared into the darkness. After the 
girl was found again by police, she 
was taken to a counselor. 
Fewer children, in general, would 
disappear if they had less personal 
problems and more rapport with their 
parents. Such conclusions seemed ap­ 
parent in my conversations with run­ 
aways in Chicago’s Old Town area 
during an unpleasant but not un­ 
typical period. (The day before a 15- 
year-old runaway from Sioux Falls, 
S.D., was shot to death by police 
after he drew a pistol from a flight 
bag. A couple of days later, a heroin 
addict was arrested for allegedly sell­ 
ing runaways morphine and hypoder­ 
mic needles stolen from a doctor.) 
Like that youth, nearly all of the 
teen-agers I interviewed maintained 
that they ran away after an argu­ 
ment. All of them claimed that their 
parents “didn’t understand” them 
and that they were victims of injus­ 
tice or radical disciplinary methods. 
While some grievances seemed le­ 
gitimate, the majority were either 
fictitious, trivial, or indicative of 
spoiled, unhappy, or unstable young­ 
sters. But each child thought his 
complaint was so important that he 
or she could no longer live at home. 
"W hy'd I toko off?" mused a 
glassy-eyed boy, who seemed eager 
for someone to believe him. “That 
Mom and Dad of mine were always 
bawling me out over my long hair 
and wanting to know if I smoked pot. 
It got so I didn’t trust them and they 
didn’t trust me. I said I was going to 
Canada, and they didn’t believe me.

But I showed them and took off.” 
A sad-looking boy apparently con­ 
sidered his situation much more com­ 
plicated. “I got hangups, but I don't 
need any shrink (psychiatrist),” he 
said. “Just freedom.” 
Two young girls carrying knap­ 
sacks seemed much more candid. 
“Some nuts in school said some pretty 
dirty things about me,” volunteered 
a tall brunette girl. “But what takes 
the cake is I come home real late 
and my mom wants to know if I’ve 
gone too far with this boy. I say ev­ 
erything’s under control. Mom thinks 
that I’m on the Pill and yells: ‘You'll 
never go out with that little squirt 
again, and you’re not going any place 
for two weeks.’ She’s right. I’m not 
going out with that kid again be­ 
cause I’m gone—^period.” 
Hor girl friond cited a lack of pri­ 
vacy as the excuse for leaving home. 
“Listen, my folks are so old-fash­ 
ioned that 20 minutes a day with 
’em is just too much,” she said. 
“Maybe I’m too hip for them. But 
when they start listening in on my 
phone calls, good-bye.*' 
Respecting an adolescent’s privacy 
as an individual, points out Clark 
W. Blackburn, general director of 
the Family Services Association, can 
help prevent runaways. “Such pri­ 
vacy,” he stresses, “is not always 
respected. But, in doing so, there also 
should be a mutual trust and respect 


between parent and child, not a per^ 
missive ‘peace at any price’ attitude.” 
If a child still wants to run away, 
Blackburn maintains, they most often 
“have sent out one of three signals 
which have gone unnoticed: 1) a 
direct threat to leave home; 2) a 
tendency to withdraw and become 
nervous; 3) deliberately breaking 
long-accepted family rules in order 
to provoke family arguments. 
As ono policomon in the East Vil­ 
lage theorized when he returned a 
runaway boy to his parents: “1/ 
they’d talked over their problems be­ 
fore all this happened, they probably 
wouldn’t have had to do it when they 
left the station.” 
How can parents avoid having their 
children run away? In essence, the 
vast majority of parents do avoid such 
tragedies, youth counselors main­ 
tain, by raising their children so that 
they grow up to obey and appreciate 
their parents over the years. Out of 
this grows a mutual respect essential 
to a happy life. 
According to one police officer spe­ 
cializing in juvenile problems, it 
just as futile to allow “smart aleck” 
teen-agers to go undisciplined for 
years and then suddenly try to dis­ 
cipline them as it is for parents to 
believe that one little spanking will 
reform a spoiled, bratty kid. It just 
takes time, patience, sympathy, and 
understanding. ^

TV Teaching— 
A New Way 
to Learn to Ski

AT THE END of four days of instructions, the 
JTx ski class had progressed to the point 
where they could turn without falling down

Twk# more thoy come down the same hill, their tv 
image fresh in mind and Erik’s commentary ringing in 
their ears. “Weight on your downhill ski more there, 
Mary. ’ “Ydur uphill ski should be farther forward in 
that traverse, Hank.” That night, they watched the tapes 
again, and the next day they were ready to ski from the 
top of the mountain. 
According to Sigi Engl of the Sun Valley, Idaho, ski 
school, instant-replay tape not only accelerates a novice 
skier’s progress but contributes to ski safety. “One of 
my big aims in using videotape recording is to help 
eliminate needless acccidents,” Engl says. 
Sun Valley is one of the pioneering schools using tape 
in ski teaching. Others are at Jay Peak, Vt.; Loon Moun­ 
tain, N.H.; and Bear Valley, Calif., an area which opened 
last winter. Rick Carney, Bear Valley’s ski-school direc­ 
tor, calls videotape recording “the best teaching aid I 
ever have seen for skiing. It is valuable not only in 
teaching beginners but advanced skiers as well.” 
Bear Valley has two closed-circuit videotape recorders 
and two specially constructed towers—the whole system 
costing $20,000. Simpler systems in other ski areas cost 
as little as $3,000. All of the ski schools are finding that 
the expense of installation is paying off in accelerated 
learning and increased enrollment in classes.

What used to take five lessons to learn, instant-replay tv tea>ches in one.

What makes the whole system 
possible is the recent development 
by such companies as Ampex, 
G.E., and Sony of simple camera 
and monitor sets that sell from 
$1,000 to $1,700—equipment in the 
price range of small schools. They 
are scaled-down versions of the 
sophisticated equipment of the tv 
networks. 
Another factor that makes tape 
a great aid in teaching is its low 
operating cost. A 20-minute tape 
costs only $60—but it either can 
be kept for years or re-used con­ 
stantly after viewing. 
Skiing is not the only benefac­ 
tor, of course. Any sport where 
form and style are important 
benefits from instant-replay in­ 
struction. Both Sun Valley and 
Bear Valley plan to use their 
equipment for summer instruction 
in tennis and golf. 
“Videotape has revolutionized 
the teaching of tennis,“ says John 
Gardner of the famed Tennis 
Ranch at Carmel, Calif. “It can 
correct in five minutes what used 
to take five lessons to do.“ 
At the Albany Bowl in Albany, 
Calif., a camera is set directly 
over the foul line of a bowling al­ 
ley, recording a bowler’s approach, 
delivery, and follow-through. A

bowler can bowl about a dozen 
frames in a 20-minute lesson, 
watching each frame immediate­ 
ly after he has bowled. 
In golf, where the form of a 
swing is of utmost importance, 
tape shows a player things he will 
never believe from his instructor. 
Joe Rey, golf pro at San Fran­ 
cisco’s Harding Park, has a pupil 
hit a few shots for the camera, 
then takes him to the monitor. “He 
will really believe he’s not follow­ 
ing through if he sees himself,’’ 
Rey says. 
Instruction is not the only new 
use of videotape in sport. Coaches 
are using it in practice in all team 
sports—football, basketball, base­ 
ball. U.S. Olympic track and field 
coaches used it in the trials last 
summer. Coach Bob Beattie used 
it to train the U.S. Winter Olym­ 
pics ski team, last year. 
But fhm most novel use of 
all occurred when the University 
of Washington gymnastic team 
performed in front of instant- 
replay cameras a week before the 
University of Illinois performed 
its routine—1,700 miles away. 
Then both schools sent the tapes 
to impartial judges, who declared 
Illinois the winner of the “match.” 
The use of videotape and in­ 
stant replay is not new, of course; 
tv networks have used it for years 
to cover sporting events. But with 
the idea of “tape as a teacher” 
gaining widespread support, there 
soon may be as many sports par­ 
ticipants as spectators. #

How to 
Banish the 
Christmas Blues

A CLEVELAND stockbroker, 
stepping in off the 
yule-trimmed avenue the 
other day, told his doctor 
that he always dreads

Christmas.

*This whole season grives me 
the blues,’" he said as he lay down 
i 
a stack of tinseled packagres. 
J 
don’t know why, but it’s the most 
depressing time of the year.” 
Christmas melancholy, the phy­ 
sician assured him, is fairly com­ 
mon. Many people suffer what 
doctors now call adverse Christ­ 
mas reactions. 
More Americans are despon­ 
dent in December, psychiatrists 
say, than in any other month. 
Groups like the Suicide Preven­ 
tion Center in Los Angeles and 
the Save-a-Life League in New 
York report a sharp rise in the 
suicide rate during the holidays. 
Sales of sleeping pills and bar­ 
biturates shoot up. Police reports 
of disorderly conduct and drunk­ 
enness soar—and not all of this 
is. “Christmas cheer.” 
The season itself sets off all 
sorts of unhappy symptoms in 
these persons. They break out 
with hives. They have crying 
jags. Others have spells of dis­ 
honesty. And there are those who 
turn hostile and nasty. 
Th« most common complaint, 
though, is depression. A 22-year- 
old Salt Lake City divorcee, sit­ 
ting at her family’s meager table 
for a Christmas reunion, abrupt­ 
ly ran from the room in tears. The 
party, with its familiar drab sur­ 
roundings, had made her again 
feel deprived and remorseful about 
the grand presents she had never 
been able to afford for the man 
she divorced. 
A 34-year-old woman buyer for 
a New York department store be­ 
came ill and reported severe pains 
in her legs during the Christmas- 
shopping season. Doctors discov­ 
ered that, as a girl, she felt her 
brother always was treated bet­ 


ter by Santa Claus than she was. 
Her buried resentment brought 
on the Doiember symptoms. 
The cause of these troubles are 
yuletide rules and rituals, ac­ 
cording to a research team at the 
University of Utah College of 
Medicine. The holiday rules insist 
that everyone must celebrate the 
season, renew family ties, ex­ 
change gifts, hang up mistletoe, 
sit down to a special Christmas 
feast, and that everyone—yes, all 
of us—must be happy. 
"TiMse traditions are accepted 
by so many people that we tend 
to overlook the other side. These 
rules cannot be kept by every­ 
one,” says Dr. Nyla J. Cole, who 
directed the Salt Lake City re­ 
search group. “The ordinary psy­ 
chological controls that usually 
keep us steady,” Doctor Cole con­ 
tinues, “often give way before 
the pressures of Christmas time.” 
But most psychologists say that, 
except in extreme cases, you need 
not worry if you have adverse 
Christmas feelings; that, more 
than likely, you can help your­ 
self. They advise: 
• Tell a friend about your 
mood. By “ventilating” a problem, 
you clarify it to yourself. 
• Recognize that others, many 
others, are beset. You should be­ 
gin to feel better the moment you 
acknowledge you are not alone in 
your distress. 
• Go into action. Take a drive, 
a walk. Muscle chores can ease a 
fretting mind. 
• Attend a church service or 
read a great book to learn the 
deeper meaning of Christmas. 
• Resolve to put something of 
Christmas into each of the other 
364 days. 
But if you do decline to join in 
the holiday festivities, it doesn’t 
mean that you are a Scrooge or 
an 
odd-ball. 
Unfortunately, 
a 
blue Christmas is almost as na­ 
tural—although not as welcome— 
as a white one.
